An adequate grain sup- 
ply is a ‘‘must’’ in swine, 
poultry and beef cattlefeed 
programs, says Extension 
Agronomist O,N, Andrews. 
But Alabama livestock \ ro- 
ducers nowdepend on grain 
brought in from outside 
the state to supply 75 to 80 
per cent of the grain they 
use in their programs, 

Most of the corn ishbeing 
shipped or railed in from 
the Corn Belt and grain 
sorghum from Texas and 
Oklahoma, notes Andrews, 
Many poultry and hog pro- 
ducers have found thatthey 
can buy grain cheaper than 
they can grow it, 

The specialist says 
growers in Alabama can 
make profitable yields of 
corn and other feed grains 
if these crops are pro- 
duced on farms wherepro- 
fitable yields can be har- 
vested. For other grow- 
ers, hesuggests crops such 
as wheat, barley, grain 
sorghum or sod - seed

The Organized Crime 
Control Act will make it 
easier to get and use evi- 
dence against Mafia chief- 
tains, increase penalties 
for crimes, protect wit- 
nesses and take new action 
against gambling and ter- 
rorist bombings, 

Under provisions of the 
bill, a sentence of up to 
25 years can be meted out 
to a defendant with two 
prior felony convictions or 
one whose felony offense 
was committed as part of 
a “‘pattern of criminalcon- 
duct,’ or one whose of- 
fense was committed inthe 
furtherence of a conspiracy 
of three or more to engage 
in this pattern of criminal 
conduct, 

The bill also allows the 
Government, as well asthe 
defendant, to apeal a 
judge’s decision so that the 
appeals court could in- 
crease the sentence, 

Thus, the House bill 
authorizes one maximum 
sentence for ordinary of- 
fenders and a greater max- 
imum for more dangerous 
offenders, and considering 
past failures to get con- 
victions, this is the way 
things should be. 

A recent study based on 
FBI sentencing data, shows 
that two-thirds of La Cosa 
Nostra members included 
in the study and indicated 
-by the Federal Government 
since 1960 have facedmax- 
imum jail terms of only 
five years or less. 

Fewer than one-fourth 
have received the maxi- 
mum jail terms, and the 
sentences of the rest have 
averaged only 40 to 50 
percent of the maximums, 

A major provision of the 
bill seeks to end the in- 
filtration of legitimate 
business by | organized 
crime, by prohibiting the 
investment of money, col-
